PROVINCIAL CONTROL 
OF HOSPITALS WITH 
TAX RECOMMENDED 


Provincial control of hospitals in 
au health tax to take care of part of 
the cost of operations, was advocated 
by Dr, G. D, Stanley, of Calgary, be- 
fore a joint meeting of the Alberta 
hospitals, nurseg and medical associa- 
tions in the convocation hall of the 
university at Edmonton, on Wednes- 
day, evening, as the only means © by 
which all of the citizeng could secure 
advantage of hospitals at a reasonable 
cost. While. the public health work of 
the province had made rapid strides 
during the past few years and propor.
